The Republican senators, who 


enjoy a 37-12 majority over Dem- 
ocrats, emerged from a three and 
a half hour caucus last night with 
a proposal to spend $65,414,000 on 
school aid in the next two years. 
This was 510,000,000 more than 
provided in the governor's $949,- 
000.000 budget but compared with 
$88,282,000 recommended by the 
house appropriations committee.

The house today upheld President 
Truman's veto of the $4,000,000,- 
000 tax reduction bill, thus killing- 
it finally and completely. 


The. vote was 268 to pass the 


bill over the veto and 137 against. 
Thus it was two votes short of 
the two-thirds majority necessary 
to pass a law over the president's 
disapproval. 


When that count turned up on 


the roll call, Republican Leader 
HaJleck of Indiana demanded and 
obtained a recount, but no votes 
were changed. 


Voting to override the veto were 


233 Republicans and,35 Democrats. 


Supporting the president were 


134. Democrats, two Republicans— 
Carl^ Anderson of Minnesota and 
Hull of Wisconsin—and the Ameri- 
can Labor member, Marcantonio of 
New York. 


Applause broke out on the Dem- 


ocratic side as the vote was an- 
nounced, 


, Senate \V11I JN'ot Vote 


The house action means the sen- 


ate will not even vote on the issue 
of overriding the veto. 


It means, .too, that Republicans

est cash crop on the farm. 
•• 


You sell a load of hogs or cattle 


and you get a big check. You sel 
eggs every week and 
chickens 


three or four times a year. The 
checks are comparatively small 
the money is usually spent quick 
ly, and a lot of: people don't real- 
ize how much it amounts to in a 
year's time. 


There are poultry and egg buy- 


ing stations in every town in the 
Middle West. There are poultry 
and egg processing .plants in a 
great many towns. Usually they 
are somewhere on the fringes of 
the business 
district. 
Farmers 


know where they are, but other 
business men' in town don't think 
much about them. 


I doubt if many people—busi- 


ness men or farmers—realize how 
much a produce plant means to 
the business life of a community. 


One producai man, whose plant 


is neither large nor small, 
but 


middle-sized has figured out that 
in a year's time he .pays out to 
people in that community well 
over half a million dollars. 


Most of that, of course, goes 


to farmers for poultry and eggs. 
Some of it goes to .pay the people 
who work in the plant. Some of 
it goes to other business men in 
the town for services and sup- 
plies. 


Here's Where the Money Goes 
Curious to know how the money 


people get for poultry and eggs is 
spent, this produce man analyzed 
the endorsements on his canceled 


checks for one month. 


I think you will find the • fig- 


ures interesting. 


In one month 2500 of his checks 


2,495 to be exact, totaling $77,- 
874.98 were cashed. Most of them 
were checks to farmers for poul- 
try and eggs — principally for 
eggs this time of year. 


515 checks, amounting to 510,- 


787.26, were cashed— and pre- 
sumably spent in grocery stores 
in his town. 


220 checks, amounting to $4,- 


635.59, were cashed — and pre- 
sumably spent—in local depart- 
ment, 
clothing 
-and 
furniture 


stores. 


104 checks, amounting to S2,- 


308.26, were cashed—and presum- 
-ably spent—in feed, hatchery and 
farm supply stores. 


259 checks, amounting to 
56,- 


211.52, were cashed—and presum- 
ably spent—in other places of bus- 
iness in the town—gas and oil sta- 
tions, drug stores, 
the electric 


light company, and so on. 


The most surprising 
thing to 


him was that 780 checks, totaling 
$25,563.38, carried only one en- 
dorsement—that of a. local bank. 
That means that third of the egg 
money went right into the bank. 


I'm sure that wouldn't have 


been true a few years ago. 
Then 


practically all the"egg money went 
for immediate needs. In fact, it 
used to be assumed that if egg 
money was deposited anywhere, 
it was in an old blue teapot in the 
cupboard. 


616 of his checks, amounting to 


$28,468.97, cleared through stores 
and banks in neighboring towns. 


So roughly, a third of the egg 


money went 
directly to 
local 


stores, a third 
went into

banks, and a third went through j 
stores and banks in neighboring j 
towns. 


I think that's quite a story—and 


one that should interest business 
men as well as 
you folks 
who 


raise the chickens.

You sell a load of hogs or catti< 


and you get a big check. You sel 
eggs every week and 
chickens 


three or four times a year. The 
checks are comparatively small 
the money -is usually spent quick 
ly, and a lot of .people don't real- 
ize how much it amounts to in. a 
year's time. 


There are poultry and egg buy- 


ing stations in every town in the 
Middle West. There are poultry 
and egg processing .plants in a 
great many towns. Usually they 
are somewhere on the fringes of 
the business 
district, 
Farmers 


know where they are, but other 
business.men'in town don't think 
much about them. 


I doubt if majiy people—busi- 


ness men or farmers—realize how 
much a produce plant means to 
the business life of a community. 


One produce man, whose plant 


is neither large nor small, 
but 


middle-sized has figured out that 
in a. year's time he .pays out to 
people in that community well 
over half a million dollars. 


Most of that, of course, goes 


to farmers for poultry and eggs, 
Some of it goes to.pay the people 
who work in the plant. Some of 
it goes to other business men in 
the town for services and sup- 
plies. 


Here's Where the Money Goes 
Curious to know how the money 


people get for poultry and eggs is 
spent, this produce man analyzed 
the endorsements on his canceled 


checks for one month. 
] 


I think you will find the • fig- 


ures interesting'. 


In one month 2500 of his checks 


2,495 to be exact, totaling $77,- 
874.98 were cashed. Most of them 
were checks to farmers for poul- 
try and eggs — principally for 
eggs this time of year. 


515 checks, amounting to $10,- 


787.26, were cashed — and pre- 
sumably spent in grocery stores 
in his town. 
. 


220 checks, amounting to $4,- 


635.59, were cashed — and pre- 
sumably spent—in local depart- 
ment, 
clothing -and 
furniture 


stores. 


104 checks, amounting to 52,- 


308.26, were cashed—and presum- 
ably spent—in feed, hatchery and 
farm supply stores. 


259 checks, amounting to 
$6,- 


211.52, were cashed—and presum- 
ably spent—in other places of bus- 
iness in the town—gas and oil sta- 
tions, drug stores, 
the electric 


light company, and so on. 


The most surprising 
thing to 


him was that 780 checks, totaling 
$251563.38, carried only one en- 
dorsement—that of a local bank. 
That means that third of the egg 
money went right into the bank. 


I'm sure that wouldn't have 


been true a few years ago. Then 
practically all the'egg money went 
for immediate heeds. In fact, it 
used to be assumed that if egg 
money was deposited anywhere, 
it was in an old blue teapot in the 
cupboard.
